At this tin# tho Temporary Notional 
Government also roaidod there. 

While in Debrecen, I got acquaintod with a Russian offloer, CLDNXR Vis diair, 
who opoko Hungarian, Russian, and Ooraon vary wall, and some Pronoh. At this 
time ho worked at tho "UJ Sxo"(New Word) tho Hungarian language newspaper of 
tho Soviet a ray. Ho related to no how aany tines he had already traveled 
between Debrecen and Budapest. However, he said that his aost aeaorable trip 
he node in February. At this tine he traveled to Debrecen with an individual 
who related so ouch about the horrors of the war that it was too such, even 
for him, a battle seasoned soldier. A Soviet officer escorted to Debrecen in 
an open Jeep a civilian gentleman who was taken to the Russian head quarters 
( couaandature ) -next to the Dory museum* and who in a few aments was taken 
from there to t.’.e head quarter of Qenersl VOROSHILOV on Kossuth street. At this 
time VOROSHILOV lived in the former Balogh house on Xo south street in Debrecen. 
This house is a oiw£tory palace like building opposite the theater. Facing this 
house in the Finance build ing^it^th is tine the ainlstrlee. OLDNSR received an 
amount of data from his traveling companion who was no one else but WALL&NBKRG 
Raoul .
